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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  311-1915. 


Por  the  opening  and  extending  of  the  alley  between  Savilla 
Avenue  andD  Horae  Avenue  from  the  west  line  of  Cooke  Subdivision  to  Beaver 
Avenue. 

Resolved  by  the  Boa^d  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana , that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  the  alley  between  Savilla  Avenue  and  Horne  Avenue  from  the  west 
line  of  Cooke  Subdivision  of  the  East  part  of  Wayne  Township  Out  Lot 
No.  2 to  Beaver  Avenue. 

Said  opening  and  extending  to  be  made. by  condemning  and 
appropriating  for  alley  purposes  the  following  described  parcels  of  land 
and  parts  of  lots  to -wit:  Commencing  at  the  south  west  corner  of  Lot 

No.  13  said  Cooks  Subdivision,  thence  west  on  the  North  line  of  the 
alley  as  laid  out  in  said  Cooks  Subdivision  extended  west  to  the  East 
line  of  Lot  No.  & McDonald  and  Lumbards  Addition,  thence  south  thirteen 
(13)  fe*t,  thence  East  to  the  North  west  corner  of  Lot  No.  12  said 
Cooke  Subdivision,  thence  North  thirteen  ( 1 3 ) feet  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  also  the  south  six  and  one-half  (6-g-)  feet  of  Lots  Numbered 
1 and  2 and  the  North  six  and  one-half  (6-g)  feet  of  Lots  Nos.  3 and  4 
all  in  McDonald  and  Lumbar da  Addition. 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extending 
of  said  alley  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  said  city. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  opening  and  extending  of  said  alley  as  above  described  is  describ- 
ed as  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets  or  alleyp 
lying  south  of  Savilla  Avenue,  west  of  the  alley  west  of  Indiana  Avenue, 
North  of  Home  Avenue  and  East  of  Beaver  Avenue. 


All  of  said  alley  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  opening 
and  extending  of  said  alley  os  above  described  being  situated  in  the

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REMONSTRANCE 


Port  Wayne,  July  8,  1915-, 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne: 

Gentlemen:- 

The  undersigned,  owners  of  Lots  No.l  and  No. 4 McDonald  & 
Lumbar d * s addition  to  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  abutting  on  the  alley 
designed  to  be  opened  and  extended  between  Savilla  and  Home  Avenues 
under  Declaratory  Resolution  No. 311,  respectfully  remonstrate  against 
the  amount  of  damages  allowed  as  per  your  notice  of  June  18,  1915, 
as  being  wholly  insufficient  for  the  property  to  be  taken  in  the 

opening  of  said  alley  and  damages  accruing  thereby  to  the  remaining 
property. 

We  would  respectfully  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that 
the  City  has  already  established  its  valuation  of  the  land  affected, 

in  the  recent  opening  of  Beaver  Avenue  along  the  west  line  of  said 
property,  assessing  damages  amounting  to  thirty- one  and  one-half 
cents  per  square  foot  for  the  ground  adjoining  that  to  be 

taken  for  the  above  mentioned  alley; 

That  the  City  further  assessed  a benefit  amounting  to 
Two  hundred  ($200,00)  dollars  on  each  of  the  above  mentioned  lots 
by  reason  of  said  street  opening,  which  benefits  have  been  paid  by 
the  signers  hereto  and  are  thereby  applied  on  the  grounds  affected 
by  Resolution  No. 311,  adding  a further  value  of  ten  cents  (1(V)  per 
square  foot,  making  a total  valuation  of  forty- one  and  one  half 
cents  per  square  foot,  or  One  Hundred  Twenty-one  Dollars  and  Thirty*- 
eight  cents  (#121'. 38)  for  the  292-. 5 square  feet  of  ground  condemned 
per  lot,  wherefore  we  ask  damages  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Twenty-one 
Dollars  and  Thirty- eight  cents  ($121'.  38)  each,: 
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Further,  as  the  opening  of  said  alley  is  a detriment  to 
the  remaining  property  abutting  thereon,  making  it  undesirable  for 
residence  purposes,  we  ask  a further  damage  allowance  in  the  sum  of 
One  Hundred  Twenty-one  Hollars  and  Thirty-eight  cents  ($121.38)  each, 
or  a total  damage  allowance  of  Two  Hundred  Forty-two  Hollars  and 
Seventy-six  cents  ($242.76)  each  on  the  above  mentioned  Lots  No.l 
and  Ma.4  McDonald  & Lumbard's  addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.
